Deaf-mutes in the case of certain 
kinds of work appear to be helped 
rather than hindered by their in- 
firmity. Besides Ihe fact that they 
are naturally serious-minded per- 
sons, as a rule, their complete con- 
ceidralion on Iheir work sometimes 
Kivea them a considerable advantage 
over artisans who have all their 
faculties about them. It is not gen- 
erally known that one of the best- 
known manufacturers of artistic and 
■'• coral ive objects has taken deaf- 
mules into his employ from time to 
time until he now has about a half- 
d< zen. They have been put on the 
pay roll in place of workmen who 
can speak and hear, not from chari- 
table motives, but because they 
actually do the work in a more satis- 
factory manner. One of the fore- 
men h.ts had to go to the trouble of 

learning the sinn language solely in 
order to give instructions to his 
modellers. The employment of 
of deaf-mutes, which, though fre- 
quent, has been hitherto the result 
of chance, is now likely to become 
i regular and systema'ic praclice. 
When, a few weeks ayo, the firm in 
Questions needed to hire another 
boy to lear» modelling from the 
beginning, none of the applicants 
who appeared at the factory showed 
any particular promise in the direc- 
tion desired. After trying several, 
the superintendent took what he 
thought was Ihe easiest way out of 
the difficulty by writing at once to 
Ibe head of B deaf and dumb school. 
Telling exactly what was wanted, 
he asked to have the privilege of 
trying the best bov the school had 
in the line of manual work. The 
boy who appealed the next morning 
is still on trial, but everything 
seems lo show that Ihe superinten- 
dent's confidence in deaf mutes, as 
such, was justified — .V )', Evening 
Post.

Susie Denison Gallaudet, wife of 
Dr. Edward M. Gallaudet, the emi 
nent educator of the deaf, and Presi- 
dent of Gallaudet College.
